NOTE: The specification does not support incubating mouse embryonic stem cells from any cell line which contributes 
to all cell lineages, at page 12, lines 7-10, the instantly filed specification discloses the ES-D3 cell line has been shown to be able to 
contribute to all cell lineages, but only when grown under specifically controlled conditions. Thus, the support for the newly presented 
claim after final is not disclosed in the specification. Also based upon an updated search on the newly proposed claim language the claim 
raises new issues which require further consideration and/or additional search above and beyond the updated search of record.
